places always be the same, whereas they 
shift about as stated, varying with the kind 
and thickness of paper being made? What 
is the trouble? 

A.—The cause of the trouble is probably 
in the flow box. Look at the stuff as it 
falls upon the apron over the wire, and it 
will probably be seen that there are pretty 
strong currents flowing straight onto the 
wire, toward the bars. It is probably to 
these currents that the trouble noted is due. 
If the paper be looked at closely it will 
probably be found that the apparent differ- 
ence in thickness is due more to a different 
arrangement of the fibres than to actual 
variation in the thickness of the raper it-

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self. For instance, where the streams of 
stuff flowed the strongest there the fibres 
would be arranged straight and parallel 
and the sheet appear of a different thick- 
ness than in the eddies, where the pulp had 
been permitted to arrange itself in a more 
criss-cross manner—in fact, 
more perfectly. The trouble can usually be 
readily cured by putting a strip of wood or 
metal across the machine in such a manner 
that the streams of stuff are prevented from 
shooting straight out onto the wire. A 
couple of old slice- bars may be made 
of and laid across the machine so as to 
drop the stuff straight down the 
apron, Then, as‘it bawS*up under the old 
bars, there is a lot of eddies, instead of two 
or three straightaway streams right down 
the machine. 

Q. 5.—The stuff spouts mill are 
made of copper, about § inches in diameter 
They work well after a stream of stuff cnce 
gets through them, but when the 
valve is first pulled there is apt to be

trouble: The thick stuff seems to jam 
right below the engine valve, and there it 
will stick until a fire hose is pushed down 


to it through the valve in the bottom of the 
tub. Is there any way of curing ‘his 
trouble without rearranging the piping? 

A.—It is evident that the pipes will work 
all right once the stuf is started through 
them. To do this, instead of letting water 
into the beater in the usual way when let- 
ting down stuff-—-rhat is, by opening .the 
water valve and letting the water into the 
beater—just put a 2-inch pipe into the stuff 
pipe at the extrzme upper portion thereof. 
Then before pulliag the stock valve start 
the water into the stuff pipe through the 
2-inch pipe mentioned. The stream thus 
started will carry with it any thick stuff 
which otherwise might clog the stuff pipe 
when the engine valve is first opened. If 
necessary after the stuff is fairly started 
water may be Iet into the tub in the usual 
manner, the streain through the small pipe 
being shut off.

Q. 7.—We are running some very thin 
paper at present and find a good deal of 
trouble in keeping the first felt clean. The 
first thing a machine tender knows the thin 
paper will get to sticking on the dirty felt 
and away will go the sheet. Then it is the 
very devil of a job to get the felt clean 
again. Is there any way of keeping the felt 
from getting dirty? 

A.—There is no way of preventing the 
felt from getting dirty, but you can prevent 
the dirt from staying on the felt. It is the 
accumulation of bits of stuff on the felt 
which finally causes the sheet to stick and 
break, but if the adhering stock were re-

Tue New York Legislature has before it 
several bills as to water powers, and as to 
some of them there is a good deal of dis- 
cussion. Paper and pulp manufacturers are 
taking sides as to the measures, and are 
bringing forward such arguments as may 
be of strength to their respective positions. 
It is suggested that the various bills have 
for their object the obtaining of control of 
water of the various streams, so that in the 
future the people who under the operations 
of these measures would be given that con- 
could sell to the State such water as 
If such 


trol 
might be needed by the canals. 
measures are to in any way interfere with or 
handicap the canals they should be prompt- 
ly and effectually killed, for the canals 
are of too general benefit to the people at 
large to be tampered with. The develop- 
ment of water powers should be encouraged 
in every way, but that development should 


not be to the detriment of the canal system. 





THERE will be presented to Congress a 
bill which permits the use of private postal 
cards. The measure, which has the. ap- 
proval of Congressman Loud, chairman of 
the Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads, was prepared at the instigation of 
the manufacturers postal 
cards, and provides that these cards are 
mailable when a one-cent stamp is affixed 
to each of them. This system of private or 
souvenir cards has been in operation in 


of souvenir 


Germany for some years, and it ‘is said that 
last year 200,000,000 of them were issued. 
Under the present postal card system the 
Government pays 23.95 cents per 1,000 for 
the postal cards, and the last contract 
awarded was for 1,800,000,000, to cost $431,- 
ooo. The Government receives no return 
for that outlay. It is argued that the cheap- 
ness of the postal card to the public—$1 
per 100—incites to the use of them, but 
against that is the argument that the op- 
tion to use private cards would probably 
increase the sale of one-cent stamps with- 
out necessitating the gift by the Govern- 
ment of the card. This plan to permit the 
use of the new cards would seem to be an 
economical one on the part of the Govern- 
ment, as it would thus relieve it of a great 
part of the present expense which attaches 
to the manufacture and selling of the regu- 
lar cards, while at the same time it would 
encourage private business in a new line.

Paprer makers who have had any experi- 
ence with protecting trade marks will be in- 
terested in the effort which is being made 
to provide for international registration of 
them. Under the present system it is a 
very easy plan to compel a merchant who is 
doing an international business to pay for 
the privilege of using his own trade marks, 


and while he recognizes such a scheme as 


somewhat of a swindle he has to submit. 
Of course the more valuable the trade mark 
and the more reliable the goods it repre- 
sents, the easier the game can be worked. 
APPRAISER W. F. WAKEMAN, of the port 
of New York, has issued a circular to im- 
porters, in which he invites the hearty co- 
operation of importers and merchants in 
the work of his department in order to 
avoid complications and delays. He asks 
those to whom the circular is addressed to 
make suggestions as to any improvements 
to be made in the service or complaints as 
to any evils which need to be eradicated, 
and promises that he will give his personal 
attention to such, it being both his duty and 
pleasure to attend to such matters. This is 
a good sign. There have been in the past 
and there are now complaints from import- 
ers which the appraiser, if it is in his pow- 
er, should remedy, and in carrying on any

The Senate at Washington has passed a 
bill for the protection of song birds.

He 
entirely omits, however, to give THE Jour- 
NAL credit for the figures, although they 
are taken from the well-known table of ca- 
pacities which this paper has published 
annually since 1881. 


The paper-making amateur agriculturist 
is bound to keep up with the procession 
and beat the record if possible. It is alleged 
that he last week fed his hens on hot water 
in an effort to make them lay hard-boiled

Congressman Lewis let himself out the 
other day in an oratorical effort directed 
against trusts.

The Treasury Department has prom 
gated a circular providing that on the « 
portation of paper makers’ felts and jac! 
ets, manufactured wholly from impor: 
wool, a drawback will be allowed equa! 
amount to the duty paid on the wool us 
in the manufacture, less the legal dedi 
tion of I per centum. 

The entry under which the merchandise 
is to be inspected and laden must show th 
marks and numbers of the shipping pack- 
ages, with the name, dimensions, net 
weight and “mill number” of each felt or 
jacket contained in each package, sepa- 
rately, describing the same as they are de- 
scribed in the export invoice. The gross, 
tare and net weight of each shipping pack- 
age must be shown in said entry, and must 
be marked or stenciled on the package 
When it may become necessary to ship felts 
or jackets on which drawback of duties is 
claimed in the same package with other 
merchandise of like character, not subject 
to drawback, each must be separately de- 
scribed in the entry, in the manner herein- 
before provided, and must be so marked or 
labeled and packed for shipment as to be 
readily distinguished on examination by 
the lading inspector. 

The drawback entry must show, separate- 
ly, the number and net weight of the dif- 
ferent kinds and dimensions of felts and 
jackets exported, the quantity of wool of 
each importation mark or lot, in condition 
as imported, used in the manufacture of the 
felts and jackets covered thereby, the quan- 
tity of imported wool appearing in the fin- 
ished products and the quantity of worth- 
less waste incurred in the manufacturing 
process. 

Each entry must further show, in addi- 
tion to the usual averments, that the sev- 
exal felts and jackets exported were manu- 
factured and packed for shipment in the 
manner set forth in the manufacturer's 
sworn statement, filed with the collector as 
hereinafter provided. 

Before liquidation of entries the manu- 
facturer must file with the collector of cus- 
toms at the port of exportation a sworn 
statement setting forth the several processes 
of manufacture and the mode of packing 
for shipment. Said statement must show 
that all felts and jackets manufactured for 
export, on which drawback of duty is 
claimed, are made wholly from imported 
wool on which duty was paid and that a 
true and detailed record of the wools used 
and of the articles manufactured therefrom 
is kept at the factory and is at all times 
open to inspection by the proper officer of

At the mill last mentioned I find that two 
ittle words will describe the whole situa- 
tion, and apply fittingly to not only the 
owners, but to the mill and business also. 
The words are: “Quiet and serene.” Evi- 
dently nothing ever worries or hurries the 
business, and it jogs along in the even 
tenor of its way and cares not an iota for 
the bustle and worry of the outer world. 

If Cuba should be annexed, or Spain de- 
clare war, it would make no difference with 
this mill. The three washers and the four 
beaters would turn their twenty-four hour 
quota of stuff into the big machine chest 
and the machine would start up in the 
morning and empty the chest by 10 o’clock 
at night without fail. Indeed, I am inclined 
to doubt that even if the mill burned up it 


would make any change in the daily rou- | 


tine, so fixed has it become. 

I was shown some antique imitation of 
hand-made paper at this mill, which is a 
very striking novelty; so much so that I 
cannot reconcile its presence in the mill. 
The paper in question, when held up to the 
light, presents as mottled and spotted an 
appearance as the plumage of a Plymouth 
Rock hen. Some of the “sheety” book pa- 
per, which is occasionally seen, and which 
one old paper maker said “looked like a 
crazy man’s will,” was not a circumstance 
to it. Still, the paper is very odd, and 
finds favor with many customers. 

The same stock is used for this paper as

rate of flow to the present day. This flow 
is without pumping, aiter the water has 
risen several feet, so as to flow into a tank 
in the mill. 

I noticed an immense machine stuff chest 
| which was built of brick and cement upon 
a foundation heavy enough for a 200-foot 
mill chimney. The bottom of the chest 
was slate lined, and is in use to-day, but the 
walls had been covered with a thin inner 
skin of pine planking. The reason ad- 
vanced therefor was that the cement seemed 
to crumble off slightly in the form of sand. 
Otherwise the stuff chest left nothing to be 
desired. 

The entire stuff conveying system be- 
tween beaters and drainers has been built 
of 8-inch copper pipe. Over each and every 
beater a T is placed, and every T carries a 
swing gate which closes by its own weight. 
When opening to the drainer it is held by 
a dog in position to close the pipe beyond 
the drainer opening. A hand hole is pro- 
vided in each T, whereby the gate can be 
got at when necessary. 


Early in the next summer I am informed 
that the mill is to be considerably over- 
hauled and a new boiler house built. A 


entire main line of shafting will be changed. 
This will call for some change in the ar- 
rangement of the washing and beating en- 
| gines—how much I was unable to ascertain 
|from Superintendent Frank W. Brown at 
| the time of my visit. 
In one of the Dalton mills, and I don’t

| given to the oil in the cup. By means of 
|a trip arrangement the ratchet would stop 
itself when the plunger arrived at the bot- 
tom of the oil cup.

Very little sorting has to be done to the 
stock used here, the house rags only need- 
ing a little looking over; consequently the 
rag-room force is small. The water-wheel 
part of the mill has just received an over- 
hauling. The mill has been shut down for 
several weeks to receive new water-wheel 
settings and new iron harness work for the 
wheels and the main line. A good-looking 
job has been done. It requires about five 
turns of the gate wheel to fully open the 
gates, and when I saw the mill it was run- 
ning entirely by water, with both gates 
open only two and a half turns. 

Like all the mills in this vicinity, the 
| traces of fine paper making are visible on 
all sides, but “Mr. Specialty’ has come to 
run this mill, as he is also running about 
| all the other mills.

Your correspondent last week visited the 
mill of the Shattuck & Babcock Company, 
at De This company makes high- 
grade loft-dried ledgers, bonds and linens, 
as well as lower grade flats, and in stroll- 
ing about the mill the assurance of Superin- 
tendent Goodenough that the mill was 
hard pressed to fill its orders was not nec- 
essary, as the greatest activity was apparent 
everywhere. This mill is the largest and 
finest of its kind in the West. At present 
260 hands are being employed, and such 
a fine-looking, intelligent, well-dressed lot 
of people is rarely seen about a manufac- 
turing institution. Many women and girls 
are employed in the finishing department 
of the mill who come from the old, respect- 
ed families of De Pere, some of whom have 
given up positions as teachers in order to 
work in the mill. Superintendent Good- 
enough tells with much gusto of the sur- 
prised exclamation of an Austrian paper 
manufacturer who visited the mill some 
time ago and saw the girls filing out at 
closing time and mounting their bicycles to 
ride home. “Mein Gott!” he cried, “do you 
call these working girls?” 

Superintendent W. H. Goodenough, of 
this institution, by the way, has running on 
one of the paper machines in this mill a 
revolving suction box about which he is 
not talking very much just at present, but 
of which it is easy to see he expects great 
things. He has had it on the machine long 
enough to know that it does its work per- 
fectly, but not long enough to be able to 
say just how much it will prolong the life 
of the wire. He purposes knowing exactly 
what he is talking about before he begins 
to speak, but he thinks before long he will 
have a story to tell. The box is a develop- 
ment from one that was invented by a 
couple of Neenah paper makers and was 
tried experimentally in the mill of the Gil- 
bert Paper Company, at Menasha, from 
whom the patents were acquired by Mr. 
Goodenough. Upon putting it on the ma- 
chines at De Pere, however, it was found 
that the box was not adapted to the grade 
of papers made there, and Superintenden‘ 
Goodenough labored long before he per- 
fected the improvements that were needed 
They are now made, however, and the box 
makes drier paper, saves steam and saves 
the wire. More of interest to paper makers 
will be heard ere long about this invention. 

A report was published last week in a

IMPROVED FOURDRINIER WIRE. 


A patent has been granted for an im- 
provement in making wires for paper mak- 
ing machines, of which the following is a 
specification: The invention relates to pa- 
per makers’ wire fabric such as is exten- 
sively used in Fourdrinier paper machines. 
Heretofore the wire cloth from which the 
making wire has been made has comprised 
warps and filling of fine brass wire, both 
round, the filling being shot and disposed 
in straight lines, while the warps are 
knuckled—that is, having the usual decus- 
sative arrangement. 

In the use of paper for printing half-tone 
cuts and illustrations it is found that the 
marks or indentations in the paper im- 
parted thereto by the prominent “knuckles” 
of the warp wires render it impossible to 
acquire perfection in the printing, and these 
defects in the paper are appreciable under 
other circumstances than where the paper 
is used for half-tone printing.

Figs. 1, 2 and 3 are respectively a longi- 
tudinal sectional view, a plan view and a 
cross-sectional view, enlarged, of the im-

PROTECTING TRADE-MARKS, 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





WASHINGTON, D. C , March 19, 1898.

| Union for the Protection of Industrial 
| Property, which formed in 1883 
through the convention concluded at Paris, 
March 20 of that year, the Union for the 
International Registration of Trade-Marks 
is of importance. This subordinate union 
was formed at the conference at Madrid in 
1890, and concluded by an arrangement 
signed at Madrid, April 14, 1891. It in- 
cludes at present nine nations. The pur- 
| pose of this union is to enable a citizen of

| registered his trade-mark in his own coun- 
try to secure registration of that mark in 
all the other countries of the union with- 
out the difficulties and delays attendant 


upon applying separately for registration in 


each country. 

The importance of having trade-marks 
protected, and in many countries registra- 
tion is necessary to protection, has been 
forcibly impressed upon American manu- 


|facturers, who, sending their goods into

some foreign country, have found the very 
trade-mark which has become of value to 
them registered in that country to some 
citizen of that country, who made applica- 
tion for registration for no other purpose 
than to enable him to demand of tne Ameri- 
can manufacturer a price for the right to

pened, especially in Germany. A United 
manufacturing firm, whose _ trade-

international registration of trade-marks, 
though the United States is not at present 
a party to that agreement. The purpose 
of this agreement is to make the interna- 
tional bureau at Berne the centre of a cheap 
registration, which shall be efficient over 
the territory of the adhering states. The 
fee for this international registration was 
reduced to roo francs for the first mark and 
50 francs for each of all other marks for 
registration at the same time by the same 
owner. mH ¥.

The object of the invention is to provide 
for the gradual subsidence of the solid ma- 
terials from the liquid and for the delivery 
of such materials without agitating » the 
water and progressively, so that the appara- 
tus is continuous in its operation. With this 
object in view the waste water from which 
materials held in suspension are to be sep- 
arated is run in at one end of a tank, such 
materials being passed in a thin stream 
over a weir, so as not to agitate the ma- 
terials in the tank, and the clear or nearly 


clear water passes out over a weir at the | 
other end, so as to keep the tank with the | 
liquid at a uniform level, and in the bottom | 


of the tank transverse hoppers are provided 
leading to discharge pipes, and the ma- 
terials that subside from the liquid are

The tank is to be of any desired size, so 
as to hold sufficient water in proportion to 
the gradual supply and discharge, and this 
tank may be of any desired material. This 
| tank is represented the same as having sides 

A and bottom B, supported by frames C 
| at suitable intervals, and the inlet pipe D 
brings the materials to the weir E, from 
which said materials flow in uniform layer 
|} over the dam 4 and pass down gradually 
| into the liquid in the tank, and the over- 
| flow weir F is to be slightly below the level 

of the dam 4, so that there will be but 
| little descent or plunge of the water from 
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delivery pipe G, which leads the waste 
water to the desired place of discharge. 
Across the tank are baffle boards H and 
K, the boards K extending .from above the 
water line to one-half or two-thirds of the 
depth of the water, and the baffle boards 
H extend up from the bottom from one- 
half to two-thirds of the depth of the water; 
but these baffle boards H do not extend 
down to the bottom B of the tank, there 
being aprons, I, of rubber or other suitable 
material, fastened at their upper edges at 
one side of the baffle boards and resting at 
their bottom edges against the bottom of 
the tank. These aprons allow for the pas- 
sage of the scrapers hereinafter referred to. 

In the bottom B of the tank are trans- 
verse hoppers L. (Shown in larger size in 
the cross section Fig. 4.) The hoppers are 
open across the bottom of the tank, as seen 
in Fig. 2, and inclined boards at the bot- 
toms of the hoppers fit closely against the 
pipe M, that has a longitudinal slot in the 
top thereof, and the materials that subside 
from the water are gradually moved or 
scraped along upon the bottom B of the 
tank to these transverse hoppers, and with 
this object in view the slats N are con- 
nected to the endless chains O, that pass 
around the guide pulleys P, and a slow 
movement is given to the guide pulleys P, 
preferably by a gear wheel Q and a worm 
pinion R (see Figs. 2 and 3) that is re- 
volved with regularity and at the desired 
speed by competent power, and by this 
arrangement the endless link belt or chain 
is moved at the proper speed and prefer- 
ably with the scrapers that run upon the 
bottom, going in a direction opposite to 
the gradual flow of the water so that the 
materials as they subside are carried to the 
transverse hoppers without agitating the 
water in the tank. 

The hanging aprons I are notched where 
the link belts or endless chains O pass, and 
such aprons yield to the passing slats or 
scrapers and drop back, so as to prevent the 
current of water passing under the baffle 
boards H. 

It is advantageous to provide a rod S 
with a hooked end within the pipe at the 
bottom of each of the transverse hoppers, 
such rod coming out through a suitable 
opening or stuffing box at the otherwise 
closed end of such pipe for the purpose of
